McCarran Law Amendment Is 


Timely, Sensible Action 


A very important and most sensible amendment has been 


made to the McCarran anti-subversive law. This statute, 
intended as. a safeguard to our internal security, originally 
barred from the United States any person who was subjected 
at any time to Nazi, Fascist or Communist rule. The rigid 
ban worked definite hardship on countless people who are 
or were the involuntary supporters of totalitarian govern- 
ments. The new amendment eases this ban by permitting 
entry of former members of Nazi, Fascist or Communist or- 
ganizations who joined before they were 16 years old or had 
to join ". . . for purposes of obtaining employment, food 
rations or other essentials of living." 


The amendment was mainly designed to open the gates 


to foreign-born wives or other relatives to U. S. servicemen. 
But, happily, it also lets down the bars to hundreds of people 
who hate the totalitarian regimes- under which they were 
forced to live and now have only the desire to escape from 
the atmosphere of tyranny that still exists in much of 
Europe. 


A man with genuinely democratic sympathies living in 


Hitler's Germany should not be branded a Nazi just because 
he didn't join the underground and get himself killed. If, 
after proper screening, he demonstrates the sincerity of his 
democratic convictions and his wish to live in a free society, 
there's no reason at all he should not be considered fit for 
entry into his country. 
• 
• • 


By the same token, a man living in Russia or a Soviet 


satellite should not be stigmatized forever as a Communist 
when he has the great courage to escape those slave lands 
and make his way to the free West. He is exhibiting the 
very qualities that make him the best anti-Communist in the 
world. 


Some nations have done quite a lot more than we toward 


accepting displaced persons, who were refugees from the 
Hitler-Mussolini regimes. But for the most part, these peo- 
ple are no longer the greatest problem. It is the refugees 
from behind the Iron Curtain who today pose the real 
dilemma. 


Daily they pour into the western zones of Germany and 


Austria in their flight from Communist terror. Long since 
they have imposed a heavy burden upon the economies of 
those nations directly in their path. Most cannot find work, 
or adequate housing. 
* 


It is clear that the United States or any one country can- 


not take all these people, nor is any responsible official sug- 


" gesting we should. Yet it is equally evident that the free 
world is wasting a great resource if it does not somehow 
work out a plan for the useful integration of these refugees 
Into the western fabric of life. 


Already matters were so grave that 500 of every 1000 


who escaped the Iron Curtain voluntarily returned to the 
Soviet orbit—in desperation. Thus half of the brave men 
and women who came to the West's doorstep were lost to us 
because we had no way of caring for them. 
• 
• • 


And make no mistake about it—they were lost perma- 


nently. No one who demonstrates such supreme disloyalty 
to the Communist regime would ever again be allowed to run 
free. Those who return are marked for death or slave 
camps. 


In the Soviet world, it is not even necessary to show dis- 


loyalty to suffer that fate. 
After World War II, thousands 


of Soviet citizens were repatriated from nearby countries. 
From the testimony of former slave camp inmates, it is es- 
tablished that virtually none of these ever returned to nor- 
mal life. They were bundled off to slavery without even 
being permitted to visit their home cities or villages. They'd 
seen the outside world—and knew the falsity of the Com- 
munist picture of life. 


Certainly the courageous who somehow break the 


shackles deserve a better fate than degrading poverty, death, 
or a return to worse slavery than they escaped. The Mc- 
Carran amendment may give it to them.

The 
mechanics of 
drawing, 


melding and discarding still' are 
bothering some canasta players 
so I will devote this article to 
that subject. 


As a starter each play com- 


mences with a draw. The player 
always has the right to draw the 
top card of the stock and under 
certain conditions he may draw 
the top card of the discard pile. 


If he takes the top card of the 


discard pile he must meld it then 
and there in accordance with the 
laws governing that play. He is 
privileged at this time to put down 
from his hand such cards as are 
necessary to establish his right to 
take and meld this card. 


After having melded the top 


card properly the player then must 
take all the cards remaining in the 
discard pile. These become his 
cards and he may meld them if he 
can do so before completing his 
play by discarding. 


Q—My side had a canasta. I was 


down to one card. Could I discard 
that card and go out without 
drawing? 


A—Ho. You must start each 


play by drawing. 
* . • 


Q—I had melded three eights. 


An eight was discarded to me. I 
did not want the cards below it 
and drew from the stock. My op- 
ponent said I had to take that 
eight. Who was right? • 


A—You were right. You always 


have the right to draw from the 
stock. 
• 
# • 


Q—What is a forcing play ? 
A—If the stock Is exhausted and 


it is your turn to play you are 
forced to take the discard pile If 
the pile In not frozen and you can 
add the top card to one of your 
meld*. Note that this only applies 
when the stock is exhausted. 
. . . 
N 


Q—The stock is exhausted. I 


can't take the top card of the dis- 
card pile. What happens? 


A—The hand ends then and 


there. You can't draw; therefore 
you can't meld or discard. Each 
side is credited with its melds and 
debited with Its unmelded cards. 


Except for melding the top card 


of the discard pile, which is com- 
pulsory any time you take it, 
melding is optional. In 
other 


words, you never have to meld a 
card merely because it is meldablc. 


Q—My side had melded three 


eights. I wanted to discard an 
eight from my hand. Was that 
O.K.? 


A—Yes. 
Except when he melds out legal- 


ly a player must complete his play 
by discarding. When he melds out 
legally, he may*discard or not as 
he chooses. 


This right to discard or not ap- 


plies any time a player melds out, 
concealed or normal and with or 
without black threes. 


Q—I drew the last card of the 


stock. It was a red three. What 
should be done? 


A—You place the red three on 


the table. You may meld If you 
can but you arc not allowed to 
discard and the hand ends as soon 
aa you are through melding.

I will be here for that. 


Obviously, I just can't answer all such letters with the par- 


ticularity which the facts deserve. Many individual letters and the 
documents call for an hour or more of study and you know how 
many man-hours there are in a man. 


The same respect for the individuality of each letter deters me 


from giving brush-off replies or trite little acknowledgments to 
many other letters, however polite I might make them. 


When you have had the good- 


ness to write me an encouraging 
compliment, and I am constantly 
gratified 
and surprise 
by the 


large proportion of such letters, 
or to tell me, as many do, that 
they remember me in their pray- 
ers, no less than a personal re- 
ply of appropriate length and 
thoughtfulness will do.

Snyder Gives 
Rosy Picture 
Of U.S. Budget 


Says There'll Be 
Surplus at End 
Of Fiscal Year 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Snyder today 
called for prompt action on the 
administration's 
$10,000,000,000 


"first round" tax increase pro- 
posal, but said a "second round" 
boost can be postponed until next 
year in view of a vastly improved 
budget situation. 


Revealing new official budget 


estimates, Snyder told the house 
ways and means* committee that: 


1. This fiscal year, which ends 


next June SO, should produce a 
surplus of about $3,000,000,000 
in contrast with the $2,700,000,- 
000 deficit President Truman 
forecast in January. 


2. Tax revenues next fiscal 


year, which starts July 1, should 
be about $3,000,000,000 above 
the January forecast, indicating 
that the previous deficit pre- 
diction of $16,300,000,000 will be 
no more than $18,500,000,000. 
It was this extraordinary im- 


provement which prompted the 
treasury secretary to abandon the 
administration's earlier demand 
for a second round $6,500,000,000 
tax hike in 1951. 


Represent Basic Change!, 


Snyder added that' "the in- 


creases in corporation and indi- 
vidual income taxes and the excise 
taxes (all proposed by Snyder 
Feb. 
5) 
represent 
the 
basic 


changes in the tax structure that 
are now desirable." 


These called for a §3,600,000.000 


increase in individual income tax- 
es, a $3,080,000,000 hike in corpor- 
ate income taxes and a $3,035,- 
000,000 boost in excise (sales) 
levies. 


With those Snyder had coupled 


a requested $440,000,000 increase 
in taxes on capital gains, meaning 
profit derived from sale of proper- 
ty. The four raises together made 
up the $10,155,000,000 tax increase 
sought in what was first called a 
"first round" tax measure.

to work for somebody else at 
$3,600 a year. 


That may sound crazy, but it's 


true—assuming 
our 
man 
has 


made up 'his mind to quit working 
and take life easy when he's 65. 
The government has stacked the 
cards for it to come out that way, 
so it's perfectly legal, too. 


The reason it comes out that 


way lies in the income tax law 
and certain changes in the Social 


Security law that took effect Jan. 
1 under an act passed by con- 
gress and signed by President 
Truman last Aug. 28. 


Here's the pitch, which we'll 


develop in detail in a moment: 


By taking a $3,600-a-year job 


as a clerk or something of the sort 
for 18 months, 
our 
man 
can 


qualify for a bigger monthly in- 
come from the government after 
retirement than he would get by 
keeping his "big-pay" Job and 
buying annuity. 


If he's single, the 18 months of 


I clerking will get him $80 a month 
for life under the government-run 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
(OASI) program. If he has a wife 
of his own age, they'll get $120 
a month together.' 


He could hardly do as well on an 


annuity bought out of his savings 
over an 18 month period as a 
doctor, lawyer or farmer unless, as 
a single man, he was earning 
over $15,000 a year or, as a mar- 
ried man, over $25,000. 


Self-employed lawyers, doctors, 


farmers (and some others) aren't 


covered by the Social Security law, 
or more particularly the OASI 
provisions: They don't pay In any 
of the "taxes" for it, and they 
don't get any benefits, either. 


Miwt Have Covered Job 


For anyone to become eligible 


for OASI benefits, he must work 
in a "covered" job—for the most 
part that means working In a 
concern employing eight or more 
persons—for a certain length of 
time, the span depending upon hi» 
age.A man or woman under 45 years

qualify for a benefit upon reaching 
65. But people now aged 62 or 
older need have such a job only 18 
months. 


Pay In $81 


During this time, he will pay a 


tax of 1^4 per cent of his pay for 
government old-age and survivors 
insurance and his employer will 
match It. Each will pay $4.50 a 
month on his $300 monthly wage, 
or $81 each for the entire 18 
months. 


Now let's see what our .man 


would have to do to come out as 
well if he keeps on being a lawyer 
or doctor or farmer. 


A government statistician who 


has checked It out with private 
financial Institutions says it would 
cost our man about $11,500 cash 
to get $80 a month for life if he's 
single, or about $22,000 to get the 
$120-a-month deal for himself and 
wife. 


(Insurance actuaries or statis- 


ticians work it out by taking into 
account the annuity applicant's ad- 
ditional years of "life expectancy," 
the interest the company can earn 
on sums it holds, its costs of book- 
keeping, etc.)
